or America, is that m the va'ley of the 
Conemaugh in Pennsylvania. 
No ca­ 
lamity of modern times on either conti­ 
nent 
enrpassea, 
or 
even 
equals, 
that 
at 
Johnstown. 
One 
would 
have 
to 
go to Asia, where Hoods 
and 
earthquakes 
have 
destroyed 
thousands, to find a parallel to it. 
Be­ 
fore the coming of this crowning disaster 
of the country, it was utter impossible 
for the human mind to mind to imagine 
how sinh swepiog destruction could take 
place. 
But it came in an unexpected 
hour, and the source from which people 
little thought that death and destruction 
would corno, came a greater slaughter of 
human life than was ever known rn bo 
battle in the world’s history. 
“It adds to the horror of [this calamity 
that there was comp natively little warn - 
mg. The peoplo knew not what was 
coming uutil they began to hear the 
rush of the waters in their streets, and 
even theu supposed they could save 
themselves by going to the upper part of 
their houses, It was a cold, rainy, moonless 
night when the horror overtook tu rn . 
The mad torrent came on at the rate of 
twelve or fifteen miles an hour. The 
flood bore upon its surface a rushing! 
tearing, grinding mass of logs, trees, and 
huge beams. 
These smashed into tho 
People’s houses, adding to the the terror 
of the scene, and then piled themselves 
upon the bridge, which bad been built 
only too stoutly and served in [creating a 
dreadful bonfire, adding hundreds more 
to the death-roll.” 
The number on tho death-roll wdl 
probably never be known- Nearly ‘2,500 
bodies have been recovered, and hun­ 
dreds have been washed down the valley 
by the great Hood,and will not be found 
for many days. 
It i3 thought that the 
number of dead will reach nearly eight 
thousand. One of the fearful results of 
this appalling calamity, is the great dan­ 
ger of pestilence whioh will be bred 
from decaying corpses which cannot be 
recoveied at present. 
It is said that 
the presence of so many decaying bodies 
*s likely to pollute the 
water of the 
streams between Pittsburg 8nd New Or­ 
leans. 
At such a time as this, it is refreshing 
to think how promptly and generously 
the people of this country respond to the 
cry for aid. 
The spirit of humanity 
Bbowu in 1871 when Chicago was in ruins( 
is the same spirit which goes out for the 
Bufifertrs of 
the Conemaugh valley. 
Whatever can be done to relieve the suf­ 
fering with the aid of money, will be 
done, and done promptly.

Johnstow n, Pa., Juno 4.—Tho develop­ 
ments of every hour mako it more and 
moro apparent that the exact number of 
lives lost in tho Johnstown horror will 
never bo known. 
All estimates that have 
boon mado up to this time are conserva­ 
tive, and when all is known will doubtless 
bo found to havo been too small. 
Over 
one thousand bodies havo been found sinco 
sunrise, and tho most skeptical concede 
that tho remains of thousands more rest 
beneath tho debris abovo Johnstown bridge. 
Tho population of Johnstown, tho sur­ 
rounding towns, and tho portion of tho 
valley affected by tho flood is, or was 
from fifty thousand to fifty-Avo thousand. 
Dross 
representatives have interviewed 
numerous leading citizens of Johnstown 
who survived the Hood, and the consensus 
of opinion was that fully JO per cont. of 
tho residents of Johnstown and Cambria 
had boon victims of tho continued disasters 
of tiro and water. 
If this bo truo tho total 
loss of life in tho ontire valloy may roach 
lo,OOO. 
Of tho thousands who wore de­ 
voured by tho llamos, and whoso ashes rest 
beneath tho smoking debi is above Johns­ 
town bridge, no definite information can 
over bo obtained.

Room 
no moro 
than garden patches. 
Puget Sound has 
1,800 miles of shore lino, and all along 
this lino, and extending thence on both 
sides miles and miles further than tho oyo 
can see, is ono vast and almost unbroken 
forest of theso enormous trees. 
Thoro is 
nothing liko it anywhere on tho Pacific 
coast. 
An official estimate places tho 
amount of standing timber in that area at 
000,000,000,000 feet, or a thousand years’ 
supply even at tho enormous rate tho 
timber is now being felled and sawed.

in tho driftwood of tho raging Ohio.

recovered, and it will tako a list of tho 
missing weeks hence to enablo oven a close 
estimate to bo mado of tho number of 
lives that woro snuffed out in that brief 
hour. 
That this estimate can never bo ac­ 
curate i3 understood when it is remembered 
that in many instances wholo families and 
their relatives were swept away and found 
a common grave beneath tho wild wasto of 
waters, 
Tho total destruction of tho city 
leaves no data to oven demonstrate that 
tho names of 
theso unfortunates ever 
found placo on tho pagss of history. 
‘All indications point to tho fact that 
tho death list will roach over 5,OOO names, 
and in my opinion tho missing will reach 
8,000 in number,” declared God. D. H. 
Hastings to-day. 
Over Two Thousand Bodies R ecovered. 
At present thero are said to be 2,200 
recovered bodies. 
Tho great difficulties 
experienced in getting a correct list is 
owing to tho groat number of morguo3. 
Thoro is no contra! bureau of information, 
and to communicate with the different 
doad houses is tho work of hours. 
Tho 
journey from tho Pennsylvania railroad 
morgue to tho ono in tho Fourth ward 
schoolhouse in Johnstown occupies at least 
one hour. 
This renders it impossible to 
reach all of them in ono day, particularly 
as some of tho morgues aro situated at 
points inaccessible from Johnstown. 
At 0 o’clock last ovoning tho 030th body 
had been received at tho Cambria City de­ 
pository for corpses. 
Of theso ton are un­ 
identified. 
At Millville was tho body of a girl 15 
years old, making tho forty-eighth corpse 
received there. 
An angry mark on tho 
wrist looked as if a bracelet had been torn 
from tho arm. 
At tho morguo situated at 
the Franciscan convent in Johnstown throe 
more bodies 
woro 
identified. 
Seventy 
bodies havo been received at tho Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad station and most of them 
havo been identified. 
At tho Fourth ward school house a great 
number of victims aro being prepared for 
interment. 
Yesterday 200 were disposed 
of and to-day as many moro rocoived at­ 
tention. 
Ono thing that makes tho work of 
searching for tho bodies very slow is tho 
strange way that great masses of objects 
were rolled into intricate mosses of rub­ 
bish. 
As tho Hood caino down tho valley 
of tho South Fork it obliterated tho suburb 
of Wood vale, whero not a houso was loft 
or a trace of one. 
Tho material they 
contained rolled on down tho valley, over 
and over, grinding it up to pulp and 
finally leaving it against an unusually 
firm foundation or on an eddy. 
Thoso 
masses contain human bodies, but it is 
slow work to pick them to pieces. 
In tho side of ono of them to-day was 
seenjtho remnants of a carriage, tho body of 
a harnessed horse, a baby cradlo and a 
doll, a tress of woman’s hair, a rocking 
horso, and a piece of .beefsteak still hanging 
to a hook. 
Tho city is now 
very much better 
patrolled than it has boen at any time since 
the flood occurred. 
Many members of tho 
polico forco of Pittsburg came in and 
offered their services. Ono of them showed 
his spirit during tho first hour by striking 
a man whom ho saw opening a trunk 
among tho rubbish a tremendous blow 
over tho head which knocked him sense­ 
less. 
Several big trunks and safes lio in 
full sight on tho desolate plain in tho 
lower part of tho town, but no ono dared 
to touch them after that. 
Thero was much comment over the find­ 
ing of tho body of a nun cut in two. 
It 
was at first thought that she was a resi­ 
dent of a Johnstown community, but 
as nono of them have been reported miss­ 
ing the supposition Is that she was travel­ 
ing at tho time of tho accident on tho day 
express. 
In tho Hospital*. 
Tho Cambria hospital has now 300 pa­ 
tients. 
Two of tho patients died yester­ 
day, Miss Hughes, a young lady aged 20, 
and Mrs. Teeters, a lady aged 83. 
She 
was suffering from a compound fracture of 
tho arm. 
Tho remainder of the patients 
are doing well. 
Several injured people 
have had operations 
performed 
upon 
them. 
Tho hospital in tho upper part of Johns­ 
town is full to overflowing. 
Many haw 
been carried to tho surrounding houses^ 
One of their patients died on their hands 
and several are very low. 
' ’Hospitals have been established at Cone­ 
maugh and Mineral Point, but little could 
be learned of how many patients theyjcon- 
taincd and how they were faring. 
"Order is slowing arising out of chaos. 
The survivors aro slowly realizing what is 
tho best course to pursue. 
The great cry 
is for men—men who will work and not 
stand idly by and do nothing but gaze at 
the ruins.

Johnstow n Like a Great Tom b—'Scenes 
In the Stricken City. 
Johnstown, Pa., June 4.—A sad mid 
gloomy sky, almost as sad and gloomy ah 
the human faecs under it, shrouds Johns­ 
town. 
Rain falling all day has added to 
tho miseries of tho wretched pooplo. 
Tho 
great plain where the best part of Johns­ 
town used to stand Is half covered with 
water. 
Tho few sidewalks in the part 
that oscapcd tho flood woro inches thick 
with black sticky mud, through which 
trampod a steady procession of tho poor 
women who nro loft utterly destitute. 
Tho 
taints, whero tho pooplo are housed who 
cannot Aud othor shelter, were cold and 
cheerless. 
Tho town soomod liko a great 
tomb. 
Tho pooplo of Johnstown 
havo 
suppod so full of horrors that they go 
about in a sort of a daze and only half 
conscious of their griefs. 
Every hour as 
ono goes through tho stroot3 ho hears 
neighbors greeting each other and then in­ 
quiring, without show of feeling, how 
many each had lost in his family. 
To-day 
a gray-haired man hailed another across 
tho street with this question. 
“ I lost five; all aro gono but Mary nn-1 
I,” was tho reply. 
“ I am worse off than that,” said tho 
first old gentleman; “ I have only 
grandson left. 
Soven^qJ us gono. ” 
Tho melancholy task of searching tho 
ruins for moro bodios went on in tho soak­ 
ing rain. 
Thoro wero littlo crowds of 
morbid curlosity-huntorsaround each knot 
of workingmen, but thoy wero not residents 
of Johnstown. 
All their curiosity in that 
direction was satisfied long ago. 
Even 
those who corno in from neighboring towns 
with tho idea of a day’s strango and 
ghastly experience did not Caro to Ihi noar 
aftor they had seen ono body cxhumod. 
Thero wero hundreds and thousands of 
those visitors from tho country to day. 
The effect of tho dreadful things they saw 
and heard was to drive tho most of them 
!jo drink. 
By noon tho streets woro bo- 
ginning to bo full of boisterous and noisy 
countrymen, who woro trying to counter­ 
act tho strain on their norvo3 with un­ 
natural excitement.

out and kopt out all tho visitors who had 
not somo reason for their presence.

Officers are stationed at every avcnuo 
and railroad that enters the town. 
All 
suspicious-looking characters aro stoppod. 
But one question is asked. 
It is “ Will 
you work?” 
If an affirmative answer is 
given a man escorts him to tho employment 
bureau, whero he is put to work. 
If not 
he is turned back. 
The cdmmitteo has 
driven ono or two mon out of tho town. 
There is a lot of idlo vagabond negroes in 
Johnstown who will not work. 
It is 
likely that a committee will escort them 
out of town. 
They havo caused the most 
trouble during tho past torriblo days. 
It 
is a fact, although a disagreeable one, to 
say that not a few of tho relief committees 
who camo to this city camo only out of 
curiosity and positively refuso to do any 
work, but would hang around tho cars eat­ 
ing tho food. 
Tho loaders of tho cm 
mittoos then had to do all tho work. They 
doser vo much credit. 
An old man sat on a chair placod on a 
box at tho intersection of two streets in 
Johnstown and bogged for men. 
“ For 
God’s sako,” ho said, “can wo not find 
men. 
Will not somo of you mon help. 
Look at thoso men who havo not slept for 
throe days and aro dropping with fatigue. 
Wo will pay well. 
For God’s sako, help 
us.’-’ 
Tears rolled down hts checks as ho 
spoko. 
Then ho would threaten tho group 
of Idlers standing by and again plead 
with them. 
Tho German Catholic church at Cambria 
City is almost a complete wreck. 
Rather 
a curious coincidence In connection with its 
destruction is that tho “Immaculate Con­ 
ception” that stood in tho 
northwest 
corner of tho lecture room stands just as 
it was when last seen. 
Tho figure, which 
is wax, was not oven scratched, and the 
clothes, which aro mado of white silk and 
doep duchesso laco, woro spotless.

Who had his houso half paid for has gone 
under, and his wifo will now wash for a 
living with an energy which will show silo 
can feed a family by tho use of tho element 
which has made her a widow.

speaker s opinion.”

only way to prevent what’s past is to pull 
a stop to it before it happens.”

things in ad­ 
vance,” or, “ thero‘1 sat, expecting that 
ovcry moment would bo my next,” and 
described drops of rain os varying in 
size “from a shilling to 18 pence.” 
Those expressions are “bulls,” but they 
are also picturesque] blunders, such as 
could lx> made by a peasantry gifted with, 
metaphor and ingenuity.

orator -, ’ ’ wn 13 Marie Edgeworth of tho! 
Irish peasants, moro than eighty years ago. 
A writer, on whoso oassays in Tho London

Then some visitor wouldawako the slum­ 
bers of the dogs and pet them as if thoy 
wero long-lost friends unexpectedly found. 
Along toward noon Lord Lonsdale and a 
party of gentlemen invaded the stable and 
spent half an hour talking about the dogs. 
Lord Lonsdale was particularly enthu­ 
siastic about them, and told his listeners 
how this one and that ono had aided him 
in his recent trip across tho ice-covered sea 
from tho continent to Banks land, when ho 
went in search of a musk ox. 
He had be­ 
come so attached to them, ho said, that ho 
made up his mind ho’d have to tako them 
back to England with him and pension 
them for life. 
The docs are four of the nine which ho 
obtained from tho Esquimaux to draw his 
two sleds over tho icy fields of the North. 
Three of them aro full-blooded Esqnimau 
dogs and the other is a cross between a 
Newfoundland and a Spanish beagle. 
The larger of tho four—Koma, as ho 
was called, was used as tho leader of tho 
toam which drew tho sled on which Lord 
Lonsdale rode many thousand miles. 
Ho 
is almost as powerful as ahorse. 
Tho other two Esquimau dogs are of a 
dirty brown color and very fat. 
They all 
arrived in town this morning from Winni­ 
peg in chargo of William McEwan, ono of 
Le rd Lonsdale’s men, and on Thursday 
they will embark on an ocean voyage to 
England, their future home. 
The dogs 
subsist entirely on fish, one fair-si zed 
whitefish being sufficient for a meal. 


Chicago, June 4.—The inquest on tho 
body of Dr. Cronin, which has been re­ 
peatedly postponed has been taken up in 
earnest by Coroner Herz. 
The first day’s 
testimony did not develop any startling 
new facts, but considerable evidence re­ 
flected on ex-Detectivo Coughlin aud Ice­ 
man Sullivan, now in custody on tho 
charge of murdering tho doctor. 
John Joseph Cronin, brother of 
tho 
murdered man, of Bradford, ark., was tho 
first witness. 
Ho said that ho was a 
farmer, and that ho was a bJother of Dr. 
Patrick Henry Cronin. 
He had seen his 
dead body 
at 
tho 
inquest 
in Lake 
View, and had identified it beyond doubt. 
“At his birth,” said tho witness, “he was 
attended by a nurse who was ignorant, and 
by her treatment a £certain part of his 
body was marked for life. 
I could also 
identify him by his toes. ’ ’ 
James F. Boland of No. 37fi Fortieth 
street, cashier for J. L. Hathaway, tho 
coalman, was the second witness, aud fur­ 
ther confirmed tho identification of tho 
body. 
E. G. Throckmorton, tho third witness, 
is cashier for Knight & Marshall. He said: 
“On Feb. IO of this year I rented tho top 
story of the building at No. 117 Clark 1 
siroot to a man who gave tho namo of J. | 
B. Simons. ” 
He gave tho history of that 
transaction os heretofore told, giving tho 
following description of tho man Simons: 
“He was about 35 years old, about Avo 
feet seven and a half or eight inches tall, 
weight 105 or 170 pounds had dark hair, 
dark eyes, I think, and had a protty long 
dark mustache. 
Ho wore a dark derby 
hat and chinchilla overcoat. 
He paid mo 
tho rent in $10 bills. 
Ho took tho money 
from a roll, a good sized roll. 
Whon ho 
talkod to mo I did not notice any broguo 
In his speech. 
If ho was dressed 
in the 
same way I could easily recognize him.” 
I 
W. P. 
Hatfield, salesman for A. IL I 
Revell & Co., testified that on Fob. I!) last 
ho sold a lot of furniture to a mau who j 
gave him the namo of J. B. Simons. 
Tho ; 
man, ho said, was about 35 years of age j 
and ubout 5 feet 0 inches high; ho had a 
darkish brown mustache, a full Taco and a 
pleasing address. 
Witness sold him a 
chamber sot, a pillow, a chair, a rocker, 
a mat, and a largo trunk and strap. 
Afterward ho returned and exchanged the 
strap for a stouter one. 
Witness also sold 
him a very cheap ingrain carpet, which 
was rod and green witn a littlo yellow in 
it. 
They wero delivered at rooms 12 und 
15, No. 117 Clark stroot. 
James J. Mullen, a member of tho firm 
of A. H. Revell & Co., testified that ho 
had gone to tho cottage at No. 
1872 
North Ashland avenue at tho request of 
the police, and identified tho furnituio as 
that sold by his firm. 
Ho found every­ 
thing thoro but tho trunk aud carpot. 
Ho 
had no doubt that It was tho furniture 
sold by his firm and delivered to 117 Clark 
street. 
Martin E. McHale, a carpet-layer for 
A. H. Revolt & Co., testficd that on Feb. 
22 he laid tho carpot in ono of tho rooms 
on tho fourth floor of 117 Clark street. 
“While I was laying tho carpet a g e n ­ 
tleman wa3 in thero about ten minutes: ho 
was about 5 feet 5 inches tall; wa3 dark 
complexioned, 
had 
a dark mustache, 
weighed, I should say, about 155 pounds. 
He wore a dark suit of clothes.” 
Frank T. Scanlan gavo an account of 
seeing the strange man drivo away from 
Mr. Conklin’s residence with tho white 
horse and Dr. Cronin. 
Ho stated that ho 
had frequently heard Dr. Cronin speak of 
impending danger to hi3 life, and in this 
connection ho always pointed out Alexan­ 
der Sullivan as tho man who had threat­ 
ened him, and from whom h© foarod evil 
designs. 
Dr. Cronin gave him ai a reason 
why Sullivan had assutn&d such ah atti­ 
tude that he (Cronin) had taken proceed­ 
ings to expose Sullivan aud had clmrgod 
him with serious wrongs that he Could 
prove.

Tho prisoner placed himself on tho 
trap door, the bolt was pulled and the 
condemned man dropped once moro out of 
view. 
Tho rope parti*! for the third time. 
After considerable delay I^o once more 
placed himself in the executioner’s hands 
but that personage and tho other officials, 
horrified at what seemed a divine interpo 
sition, refused to proceed further with the 
business, 
Tho facta were reported to the 
home secretary, wh9 at once respited the 
risoner, condemning him to imprisonment
